Rejection by the Senate of tin- World Court appears 
as the most vivid example of the power of this fifth 
branch at the moment. 
On Friday, n appeared likely 
that the World Court would pass. 
Over the week-end, 
-everal wielder® of this fifth arm of government got busy. 
And in the cloudburst, of telegrams that descended on the 
Senate, the World Court was lost. 
It is not precisely a new technique, yet there are 
dgns that it is being developed to a new high point. Mem­ 
bers of Congress not familiar with its manifestations must 
now give careful consideration to it-« meaning. 
Naturally, a congressman ought to pay attention to 
iis mail, and especially to telegrams, from his constitu­ 
ents.
